The completion of the transmission main will allow the North Shelby Water 

Company to pump all ofits water purchased from its supplier, Louisville 

Water Company, for all of the western portion of the company’s service 

area. This amounts to approximately 258,694,100 gallons per year. The 

pumping costs will be less than current costs as the larger line will lower the 

friction loss in the pipeline. We expect the purchased power to he 

approximately $0.1433 per 1,000 gallons pumped. The cost of pumping 

through the pipeline is expected to be $37,074 on an annual basis. 

The cost of field maintenance is expected to drop as the new line is put in 

service and few, if any repairs are needed in the 0-5 year time frame. 

Additional savings will acquire from the reduction of stress on existing 

lines. Currently the company spends about $80,000 per year on line 

maintenance or approximately $225 per mile of installed pipe.
